John DiMartino, is a re- 
markable man. Turning 100 
years old on June 24, 2019 is 
reason enough to celebrate a 
life well lived. But John has a 
long list of accomplishments 
to mark the journey to his 
milestone birthday. 

John was one of the first 
generation in his family to be 
born in America. His parents 
came to this country from 
Sicily in 1902, shortly after 
their wedding, a marriage 
arranged by their parents. 


John said, “In those days, the 
children never dated. The 
marriages were arranged by 
the parents. You wonder how 
they stayed together all those 
years with no divorces. Back 
then you never heard of peo- 
ple living together unless 
they were married. Never.” 

With less than $20 between 
them and unable to speak 
English, his parents settled 
in Connecticut and bought a 
farm next to John’s uncle. 
John says living next to his 
uncle worked out well when 
the children were born.

When John’s mother would 
have a baby, his aunt would 
come over and be in charge 
of the household duties, and 
when his aunt had a baby, his 
mother would take care of 
his aunt’s children. His aunt 
and uncle only had six chil- 
dren but there were eleven 
siblings in John’s family. He 
credits the healthy “organic” 
food he ate as a child growing 
up on the farm for his 
longevity. 

In 1942, John enlisted in 
the Navy after learning from 
his girlfriend’s father who

served on the draft board 
that he was close to being 
drafted. His girlfriend told 
him, “My dad said you better 
decide what you’re going to 
do because you’re very close 
to the top of the list.” So 
that’s when he volunteered 
for the Navy. John served in 
WWII as a Navy Aviation Ma- 
chinist Mate 2nd Class and 
was awarded an American 
area medal, WWII Victory 
Medal, Good Conduct Medal 
and Asiatic Pacific Medal.

The mission of the Free- 
dom Salute is to recognize 
the sacrifices of some of 
our fellow Americans 
which allow us to enjoy the 
freedoms we have today. 
Every fifteen minutes from 
5:15 pm through 10:15 pm, 
we fire a round from a re- 
production Civil War can- 
non, called an 1841 12klb. 
mountain howitzer. At the 
firing of the cannon, our 
disc jockey stops playing 
the music and announces 
the name of the fallen hon- 
oree. The cannon blast 
lasts about three seconds 
as it echoes down St. Clair 
Lake and the reading of 
the name takes about an- 
other seven seconds. The 
total time of this salute 
takes about 210 seconds (or 
approximately 3 12 min- 
utes) out of the five (5) 
hours we are in operation. 

Our goal is to make all 
those within earshot of the 
cannon, stop for those 3 12 
minutes to remember that 
freedom has never been 
free and remember those 
that have sacrificed their 
lives for our freedom. The 
report of the cannon is 
very loud and the reading 
of the name of the honoree 
as it carries across the wa- 
ters of St. Clair Lake is 
haunting. Then the music 
starts again and we all get 
to enjoy our freedom to cel- 
ebrate life. We honor those 
we have never heard of be- 
fore and those we have lost 
who are family and friends. 

We start off the Freedom 
Salute by honoring Colonel 
Ellsworth for which the 
Village of Ellsworth is 
named, and we end with 
Major Douglas E. Sloan, a 
fallen hero from 
Charlevoix and a family 
friend.

dence appeared credible to 
the taxpayer because it used 
specific personal facts about 
their real outstanding tax 
debt that was pulled di- 
rectly from publicly avail- 
able information. The 
scammer’s letter attempted 
to lure the taxpayer into a 
situation where they could 
make a payment to a crimi- 
nal. 

“Please don’t fall victim 
to this terrible scam,” State 
Treasurer Rachael Eubanks 
said. “Taxpayers have 
rights. If you have ques- 
tions about an outstanding 
state tax debt, please con- 
tact us through a verified 
number so we can talk 
about options.” 

The state Treasury De- 
partment corresponds with 
taxpayers through official 
letters sent through the US. 
Postal Service, providing 
several options to resolve an 
outstanding debt and infor- 
mation outlining taxpayer 
rights. 

Taxpayers who receive a 
letter from a scammer or 
have questions about their 
state debts should call Trea- 
sury’s Collections Service 
Center at 517-636-5265. A 
customer service represen- 
tative can log the scam, ver- 
ify outstanding state debts 
and provide flexible pay- 
ment options.

When the war ended in 
September, 1945, he was in 
the Central Pacific’s Mar- 
shall Islands.

Women’s Resource Center expands programs 


Women’s Resource Center 
of Northern Michigan 
(WRCNM) is expanding 
with two programs that use 
a coordinated community 
response to ensure the sup- 
port of survivors of sexual 
assault, child sexual assault 
and child abuse. The Chil- 
dren’s Advocacy Center and 
Sexual Assault Response 
Team will complement pro- 
grams and services 
WRCNM has developed and 
implemented over their 40 
year history. 

“Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter of Northern Michigan 
serves a vital and important 
role in responding to and 
serving the needs of sur- 
vivors in our local commu- 
nities,” said Angie 
Linsenman, WRCNM Coun- 
seling and Advocacy Pro- 
gram Director. “The 
Children’s Advocacy Center 
and Sexual Assault Re- 
sponse Team will further 
support survivors by work- 
ing collaboratively with 
community partners to re- 
duce trauma and prioritize 
safety and other needs.” 
Linsenman said the two pro- 
grams will bring a new and 
positive energy to local com- 
munities. 

When law enforcement or 
child protective services 
learn information about 
possible child abuse, neglect 
or sexual assault, the child 
is brought to the CAC by a 
caregiver, guardian or other 
safe adult. In the Center’s 
safe, neutral, child-focused 
environment, the child tells 
their story once to a trained 


Michigan. He shuttled peo- 
ple and products between 
Grand Rapids and Boyne 
City and eventually became 
plant manager for Boyne 
Products (later United Tech- 
nologies).
